1 say (he President 
should do this, uid also have all Abolition 
lecturers who spout their gas upon the same 
subject arrested, &c : for also, according 
to this resolution and justice, they have 
not the right to do so. Why attempt to 
save a house on fire by subduing (he fire at 
one end and letting it burn at the other end, 
is beyond my comprehension. Let this be 
done, and give the people lime to reflect 
before we are swallowed up in the whirl- 
wind of fanaticism. Statesmen may, by 
moderation, oonoession and compromise, 
save the Union and the Constitution. In 
judgment it is also the duty of oon- 
servative and Constitutional Union men in 
every part of that country to rise up as one 
man and demand the farther progress of 
fanaticism on both eides be put an end to.

The Federalists were prompt to detect this 
masferly maneuver cf the Repoblioans 
(Democrats), and Maeea e hneetts responded 
to the Virginia deolarations that States 
oould interfere against Federal authority in 
all oases of “deliberate, palpable, and dan- 
gerous” exoroise of powers granted by the 
Conatitutioa, that 

“The alien and eedition ants were not only 
ooDetitntional,bat expedient and necessary,” 
and that the ConeUtution did not make 
“the State Legielaturce the judges of the 
sots or measures of the General Govern- 
ment.” 

We will soon find theee two rival Slates 
entirely ehanging their opinions, each 
adopting the priaoiplee of the other.

“ These bills, to an immoderate amount, 
were transmitted froai Quebec; that they 
were drawn for the support of the armies 
employed in hostilities against this country; 
that they were paid for in specie, devoted to : 
the snpport of those armies, are facts too I 
stubborn to be set aside. I hereby publioly I 
dare him (Mr. Lowell) or any other person 
in the Union, to disprove any ef them. 
They are abundantly suffioient to establish 
the iniquity of the ^e.’’ 

No explanation was ever made. The 
Boston Gaxette, in a vehement artiole in 
1814, urging the eetablishment of a New 
Eogland or Commeroial Confedeiaiy, ia. I 
dulges in what may be called the following 1 
strong language : ' j 

“Is there a patriot in America who ■ 
ooneeivee it his duty to shed his blood ' 
for Buonaparte, for Madison, for Jeffer- | 
son, and that host of ruffians in Congress i 
who have set their face against us for 
years, and spirited up the brutal part of 
the populace to destroy us? Not one. Shall 
we, then, longer be held in slavery, and 
driven (e desperate poverty buuoh a erace- 
less facUon? Heaven forbid!^ ^ 

The Boston Advertiser, 1814, in an artiole 
ia the language of modem Secession, said: 
“To ths cry of Disunion, the plain and 
obvious answer is, that tho Statet are already | 
teparated; the bond of Union it already broken j 
by President MaduonP { 

We have net quoted these extracts with j 
any desire to revive old prejudioes against i 
New England, but to present to our readers j 
(he eimilarity, the temper and argument of 
the two eohemes of Seceesion. They are 
from the same mint, and bear the same effi- 
gies on them. Change a name here and | 
there, and a Secession artiole of the present | 
day is the “oounterfeit presentment” of | 
its original New England father. Neither j 
do we charge all New England’s oitiaens I 
with being “separatists;” there were as | 
patriotic men there as anywhere in the ! 
Union. It is our object to give the facts 
proving the origin of Secession, and these 
quotations are necessary. It shows to us 
how the majority of these States were | 
gradually led on from opposition to the I 
Government to Disunion. j 

Talkiho ahd Fiqhtikg. — The New York 
World publishee a tabular statement of the 
number of troops furnished on either eide 
by the respective States, giving the pro- 
portion of men (0 the aggregate population 
of each. This statament reveals one carious 
fact : that the two States occupying the 
most extreme position on either side — Ma8» 
eachasetls and South Carolina — 4iave fur- 
nished less soldiers in proportion to their j 
population than other States whioh had far 
less to do with the political agitation which j 
led to the war. Massachusetts furnishes 1 
one man to 41 of her population, while 
Illinois furnishes one to 28, New York one ! 
to 35, and even Delaware,a slave State, ranks j 
ahead of Massachusetts in praotioal devo- j 
tion to the great cause, furnishing on# to i 
40. On the ether side. South Carolina has 
furnished man in the ratio of one to 70; 
while Florida has supplied one to 14, Ar- 
kansaa one to 18, Texas one to 20. The 
rabid abolitionists of Massaohusstts and the 
fierce pro-slavery propagandists of South 
Carolina have done mors to bring about 
this rebellion than any other causes oom- 
bined; yet, when it oomee to fighting for 
their principles, where are these men? 
Hammond, Keitt & Co. we do not hear of; 
but Lloyd Garrison, Wendell Phillips, Wil- 
son and Sumner are as loud-mouthed as 
ever, deolaimiag the wrongs of the negro, 
but allowing othei men to do the fighting. 

\ Stxaws. — Governor Tod, of Ohio, in his 
inaugural message just delivered, deolaree 
that, in patting down the rebellion, the 
“oVjeot can be aooomplished only by bring- | 
ing to condign pnnishment the leadere of the 1 
rebellion, and eatisfying their misguided | 
followers, by a firm and generous policy, ^ 
that we seek, not the deetruotion of any of 
their domeetio institutions, but only the 
maintenanoe and enforeement of the Consti- 
tution and laws of the nation.” 

Another good sign oonsiste in the faot that 
tha Legislature of Wisoonsin is oonsidering 
a propoeiUan (0 repeal the Personal Liberty 
laws of that State, and the eobjeet has been 
referred te a oommittee, of whom the Mil- 
waukee News predicts a “good report.” 

BATianiae from Abboad. — The Baxonia 
brought two field batteriee of eight guns, 
with carriagee and appurtenano(S complete, 
oansigaed to a private houae. Importations 
sf cannon have been very rare einoe the 
beginning ef the war. The Whitworth gun, 
of whieh six epeoimeas were presented by 
loyal eitixeas of Europe to the United States 
Government, ia* almost the only kind of f or* 
sign ordnance know here. The Sazonia 
aiao broaght nearly 500 oases of rifles and 
mnakets, of whisii over 200 weis pur- 
obased by agents of the Government. A large 
qoaitity of saltpeter eompleted the warlike 
pari of the cargo. 



■^.The New York Times oonspiouously 
publishes a letter, “written by a person who 
speaks from the highest possible authority,” 
in defense of General MoGlellan’s plan of 
military action. Accepting the indorsement 
of the Times as to its authenticity, ws have 
read the statements it eontained with plea- 
sure. “The war will be over,” says the 
“highest possible” correspondent, “and 
their dearest wishes, perhaps, be realixed by 
the logic of events sooner than their wildest 
dreams antioipate ” “ Any attempt to 

weaken him wkh the army would be a oa- 
lamity to be deplored by the whole nation.

Knowing what I do, and have thus but 
barely hinted at as the grand plan of the 
campaign, I repeat that tha rebels are 
doomed, andSeoeesien will never again raise 
its hydra-head in the land.” 

$ 9 ”A whirlpool, eome three hundred and 
eixty feet in diameter, has been formed in 
the sea near Torre del Greoo, by the late 
eruption of Vesuvius. The sounding gave 
twenty-three fathoms of water, and the 
plumpiet brought up sand and sulphur. 
From a part of the cireumferenoe a tail, so 
to call it, about sixty feet in width, rnns 
away in the direotion of Sorrento, and is of 
a beautiful light green color. All the water 
here was tepid, had a strong sulpharons 
smell; and many finh have been destroyed. 
The eruption of Vesuvius appears to be 
inoreasing at latest dates instead of eub- 
eiding. Ihers are eleven craters abovo 
Torre del G reoo, all emmitting sulphurous 
vapors, and the largest is from seventy to 
eighty feet deep anyone hundred feet wide. 
From this point, after heavy rnmblings and 
heaving of the surface, the ground was 
split open, and a fisry fissure was made 
almost to the outskirts of the city, through 
whioh the dread unseen power passed, 
opening the streets and laying bare some 
parts of the former buried town, and then 
running into the sea. Strangers are oom- 
iag from all parts of Europe to Naples to 
behold Vesuvius in its glorious burning and 
devastating anger. 

Amsodotb of Simon Camxbon. — A Penn- 
sylvanian, now in the army, relates a tradi- 
tional anecdote of the Secretary of War, 
whioh is probably aa true as the posthu- 
mous stories of the juvenile days of great 
men generally are, and we therefore put it 
on record for the benefit of his future biog- 
rapher: 

It was the oustom aforetime in Pennsyl- 
vania for mothers to place an apple, a silver 
dollar and a Bible before their ohildren as 
[ soon as they were able to toddle about, and 
with a mother’s interest and satisfaolioD 
watoh them make their choice. It wae oon- 
sidered indicative of their more Aatured 
predilections. In aooordanoe with this cus- 
tom, the mother of the infantile Simon, as 
soon as he wae able to eland on his 
pins, produoed the articles and set them 
before the ohild, hoping in her heart he 
would seleot the Bible. But not so Simon. 
The future Seeretary of War took a some- 
what deltbentte view, and with less rever- 
enoe than King Alfred, mounted atop of the 
Holy Writ, pocketed (he dollar and com- 
menoed munohing the apple. It is needless 
to add that he haa been at that business 
ever sinoe.

The Flood. 

At dark Vest evening the water had block- 
ed up Tkird etreet, eo that to reach the 
high ground of the mail landing, pedestrians 
were oader the neoeseity of going over on a 
wagon or in a ekiff. The bnelnees men of 
Second street, whie)^ b higher than any 
other, were last evening preparing for the 
Rood, nnd by this morning it Is most likely 
Second etreet bridge will be under the water. 
There will then remain only the high 
greund at the foot of First etreet for the 
purposM ef eommeree, and the canal-bank 
at Tentk street, wkioh will be somewhat 
dlCcuU of aecess, if not utterly impoesible. 

The Cineiitnati Enquirer of yesterday 
hni the following ia reference to the doings 
of the fleod in that vicinity : 

Prom all the istclligenoe received we

Senhtor was ons of the most solemn duties, 
but our duties must be performed, espeoially 
when the good name of the Senate and 
the welfare of the oountrj ia at stake. Mr. 
Bright has always been notoriously the 
friend and sympathiser of Davis and Slidell 
in their schemes in favor of slavery, and 
always voted with them Mr. Sumner oom- 
mented on the addrrss of the letter, which 
was to His Exoeilenoy Jefferson Davis, 
President of the Confederate Slates, and 
claimed that it was, aa far as posaible, the 
reoognilion of a pretender as President of 
the rebel States. Tha letter, in its general 
oharaoter, was oorrespondinc with a pobiio 
enemy as a traitor, and was a kind of moral 
aid to the rebels. It waa a letter of friend 
ship and sympathy all tha way through, and 
showed that there was one person who. 
forgetting what was due to the country and 
due to the rebellion, stretehed forth his 
hand in friendly salutation. A person who 
is so mixed up in the rebellion must be a 
traitor. But again, the writer of the letter, 
on the 27th of September, 1861, puts forth 
another letter to a Mr. Fitch before the first 
letter; and again, in debate in the Senate, 
he deolares he has done nothing that he 
would not do over again under the same 
oircumetanoes. 

Mr Lane, of Indiana, said that he shonld 
say nothing on this subjeot but for the 
interest he felt in his State. He referred 
to his oonlest fer a seat here with Mr. 
Bright three years ago; but said he had no 
memory of the outrages on him and against 
the honor of Indians. He had no personal 
ill-feeling against his oolleague. He would 
do him the justioe to say that on the first 
day of the session be came to him and told 
him that he (Bright) desired and demanded 
a full investigation of the charges against 
him. He would give him the benefit of a 
manly avowal, but when the letter waa 
written his colleague must have known that 
war was to result from this unholy, unpro- 
voked and God accursed rebellion. War 
was aotualiy levied oa the government at 
that time. Before the 1st of March the 
rebellion was inaugurated and Davis was 
elected at its head. At such a time a letter 
was written by a member of the Senate to 
the Areh High Priest of the lebellion, ad- 
dressing him by the very title whioh 
we to day are resisting. The letter might 
have been written oarelessly, but of all 
things else, it was to introduee fire 
arms. If there waa to be no wtr, why 
should Davis want improved fire arms. 
Mr. Lane believed that the latter was
